Hence about one-third, or 
58,(XX), of the original British force is estimated by the** 
sources to he safely home. 
British Tommies, meanwhile, fought hand-to-haud with 
German troops south of the Yser canal in a fierce struggle to 
hob! the Allies’ “ escape” port of Dunkerque and stem the sweep 
of Nazi mechanized legions advancing to the sea and endanger­ 
ing escape of the remainder of the Allied forces.

RESIDENT ROOSEVELT'6 request for a couple 
of billions for defense reminds us of the poker 
game in which Ben.
